2.1 The present application does not fulfil the 
requirements set forth in PCT Article 33(1) 
because the subject matter of claim 1 does not 
involve an inventive step as defined in PCT 
Article 33(3) .

2.2 It follows that the subject matter of claim 1 
differs from this known device in that the 
electrical connection part does not have a 
protective sleeve . 

2.3 However, the feature whereby the connection part 
has "no protective sleeve" can be considered to be 
merely one of a plurality of obvious options that 
a person skilled in the art might select, 
depending on each particular case, and without an 
inventive step being involved. 

3. DEPENDENT CLAIMS 

Dependent claims 2-15 do not contain any features 
which, in combination with the features of any one 
of the claims to which they refer, might define 
subject matter that fulfils the PCT requirement of 
inventive step, for the following reasons: 

3.1 Claim 2: the feature in said claim is merely one 
of a plurality of obvious options that a person 
skilled in the art seeking to solve the stated 
problem might select, depending on each particular 
case, and without an inventive step being 
involved. 
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3.2 Claims 3-6: document Dl describes the features in 
claims 3 to 6 . 



3.3 Claims 7-15: these features have already been used 
for the same purpose in a similar system for 
supplying electrical power (see D2 and D3 with 
regard to claims 14 and 15) . It would be obvious 
for a person skilled in the art to use these 
features with a corresponding effect in a system 
as per document Dl and thereby arrive at a system 
as per claims 7 to 15. 

4. The invention relates to an electrical connection 
device and, as such, is industrially applicable. 
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
